In about 1929 oe 1990, when I was a student in the Wilmington, Delaware, High 
school, I was tlihe managing editor of the school paper, The Hews, and de facto 
editor because the student who was the editor, James Borup, was in scholastic 
difficulties. 


In those years if not since your School of Journalism held an annual contest 
for high-school papers. We won what I believe was one of the high honors, perhaps 
the highest. After all these years, recollection cannot be dependable. 

I tiling it was known as "The all— America nonor Hating. " 

If there is an available record, I'd appreciate a copy of & citation of it. 

I m 78 now, in seriously impaired health, I leave a large archive and work- 
product that will be a permanent public archive on the JFK and King assassination,* 
including about a third of a million pages of once-withheld government records ob- 
tained by a series of difficult FOIa. lawsuits, there will later be some interest 
in me and I have no record at all of my youth and my first writing. 

That high school, then the only one in the city, was demolished decades ago 
so I cannot get any records from it. 

It may interest you to know that the investigatory-files exemption of the 
FOIA was amended with the result that the FBI, CIa and other such agencies 
could no longer withhold records under FOIA,, over one of my earliest FOIA suits. 

It was for JFK assassination records. TJje Senator who saw to it that the legislative 
record would be clear on this was his brother Edward, 

I would appreciate it if you will be kind enough to forward this request to the 
proper office.

For publisher, editor, reviewer and reader alike with books 'other than bio- 
graphies the situation can be iauch worse tlian what you say in th Current CJR. 

Kven with experts reading the ms. an author can get away with incredible dishonesty, 
shaft the victim he intends to sliaft, and not get corrected. 

Take the current "The Crisi^s Ye. .rs" by hichael K. Besehioss, who lias scholarly 
credentials and clearly hates JFK. and these consecutive sentences:

If you have 
anything relating to them that you can let me have for archival purposes I'd welcome it. 

Few people are 
in a position to evaluate these boons, almost all of w!iieh advance theories as though they 
were fact. I've publoshed six noons on the JFK assassination without advancing a single 
theory and one of the same nature on the ((inn assassination. I'm not aware of a book in 
two' decades that does not gxve a theory o.. the assassination ais fact. 

Greenwood Jhress asked me to read a JFK assassination manuscript. The author is a r hD 
in political science. His "Spy Sage" is so bad I can't begin to describe it adequately. To 
serve history I provided about 20,000 words of almost sentence by sentence criticism and 
a few pages of the 250,000 I got under FOIA. The oxher expert, a history professor, also 
told Greenowud how terrible than manuscript was.
